By national security was meant 


subversion, treason, sabotage, spy- 
ing, conspiracy. Wiretap informa- 
tion in any other crime, like mur- 
der or kidnaping, still could not 
te used as evidence in court, 


But House Democrats and some 


Republicans 
heeded 
arguments 


that someday an attorney general 
might abuse the power and no one 
could predict where that 
might 


lead. 


So, instead of giving Brownell 


exactly what he asked, a majority 
of the House voted a bill which 
said:
